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Continuity and Change, 


The Passage of Leadership 


The gavel has never passed more smoothly 
from one President to the next than it did 
Friday evening, June 28th. The outgoing 
President, Leila Raim, in a mood of ge- 
nuine affection and mutual respect, 
gracefully stepped down to allow Don 
Albert to begin his term as our new Presi- 
dent. Leila’s outstanding performance this 
past year was recognized by a standing ova- 
tion from the overflow crowd. Don chose 
as his subject for his installation sermon 
the topic of continuity. This was certainly 


an appropriate one for us as we moved in- 
to our eighth year as a synagogue and 
prepared for the 13th annual Gay Freedom 
Day Parade. His comments began with a 
discussion of the origins of Gay and Les- 
bian Pride Week. 

“I feel a very personal link to the 
Stonewall riots of 1969 because I used to 
go to the Stonewall. In fact, I was there the 
first week that it opened. This gives me a 
sense of participation for the continuity 
of our movement as lesbian and gay peo- 
ple, but that same series of events evokes 
another feeling. The feeling of sadness and 
loss. | often went to the Stonewall with 
Steven, a friend of many years. He died 
from AIDS a little over a year ago. I sup- 
pose that within the concept of continui- 


ty we must recognize the important ele- 
ment of change. 

“That combination of continuity and 
change is present tonight within our own 
congregation. We are changing our lead- 
ership from one group to another. We mark 
that change by the passing of the Torah as 
asymbol of the continuity of traditions and 
teachings of our people. We are here 
tonight as Jews with a history of 5745 years. 
That continuity is, in part, due to the fact 
that we learn to adapt and change often

for our betterment but sometimes not. 
“The Diaspora forced our ancestors to 
deal with change. Through that process we 
have prospered as a people. The pre- 
Inquisition richness of life in Spain or 
Southern France or Renaissance Jewish life 
in Florence and Venice are but a few high 
points in the continuity of positive Jewish 
experience. We are all too familiar, how- 
ever, with the oppression felt by our peo- 
ple throughout history as well as in our own 
time. Through all of these experiences 
there has been created a diversity of Jewish

The Jewish 
Federation, And Us 


On Friday August 16th, after services, 
there will be a brief film on “Operation 
Moses” the dramatic rescue of the Ethio- 
pian Jews from the Sudanese refugee 
camps. Our Congregation has worked ac- 
tively on behalf of these once-forgotten 
members of our people, and we were thrill- 
ed when we learned last fall that thousands 
had been secretly airlifted from Africa to 
Israel. 

Produced by the Jewish National Federa- 
tion, the film is well worth seeing. But 
there is more to it than that. The film will 
be introduced by Ron Kaufman, President 
of the Jewish Federation of the Bay Area— 
and therein lies a tale. 

Soon after Sha’ar Zahav was founded in 
1977, members of the Congregation ask- 
ed to be involved in the Federation 
telethon, the annual fundraiser. We knew 
of the tremendous work the Federation 
does, and we wanted to contribute. But 
when we volunteered, we were told, in 
essence— Thanks but no thanks. Don't 
call us, we'll call you.” 

Never ones to take “no” for an answer, 
we persisted. We did participate in the 
telethon that year. And the next. And the 
year after that. But a funny thing happen- 
ed. When all of the congregations and 
other Jewish organizations who helped 
were publicly thanked in the Jewish 
Bulletin, we were left out. No one seemed 
to know why. 

We spoke with a member of the Federa- 
tion staff and were told the reason. The Or 
thodox community might object if they 
learned of our involvement. Had the Or 
thodox community, or any representative 
of that community, ever said they would 
object? No, but they might. 

So we went to the leadership of the 
Federation at that time, George Franken- 
stein and Sheldon Wolfe. They had no idea 
we were being excluded in this manner, and 
they immediately put a stop to it. From that 
moment, we were made to feel welcome

Most of the programs and activities of 
the Synagogue fall into either of two 
general categories: internal—those ac- 
tivities which are primarily for the con- 
gregation, and external—the many dif- 
ferent aspects of the Synagogue’s outreach. 
Both of these dimensions are central to the 
mission of our Synagogue. In this column, 
I will briefly discuss the internal and ex- 
ternal activities of the Synagogue and how 
I anticipate participating in each. 

The word I have heard most commonly 
used to describe Sha’ar Zahav is 
“mishpocha’ family. The Congregation is 
an extended family to its members. For 
many, the Synagogue family provides the 
support, caring and ongoing loyal relation- 
ships that our biological families cannot 
or will not give. Another term which 
describes our Synagogue is “community.” 


Reading the fine print. 
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We are a voluntary gathering of people 
with common values and ideals. Our com- 
munity members are responsible and 
responsive to one another. It is as a fami- 
ly/community that our activities assume 
their special significance. 

The family/community comes together 
to worship. We pray together in a minyan 
because there is a holiness found in the 
community which the individual does not 
know alone. For us, there is a special sanc- 
tity in the communal prayer of openly gay 
and lesbian Jews. The Synagogue is also a 
gathering and meeting place. We come on 
Shabbat and other occasions to meet new 
people and to maintain contact with those 
we already know. The Synagogue can be 
a haven in a too-often alienating and lone- 
ly world. 

Besides its role as meeting place, house 
of worship and communal/family home, 
the Synagogue is a house of study. Study 
is a life-long occupation for Jews. Many 
come with little or no knowledge of Juda- 
ism and wish to start at the beginning. 
Others have come to CSZ after a lifetime 
of study. It is my hope that everyone at 
Sha’ar Zahav will have ample opportunity 
to increase their learning. The Education 
Committee is working with me to prepare 
plans for an exciting variety of formal and 
informal educational programs during the 
coming year. One of the exciting qualities 
of Sha’ar Zahav for me is the interest so 
many people have already expressed in 
studying—I look forward to learning 
together. 

With the Ritual Committee, I will be 
sharing the leadership of the Congrega- 
tion’s services. I will be working closely 


with the Ritual Committee and other ser- 
vice leaders to improve the quality and in- 
crease the sanctity of our Shabbat and holi- 
day worship. I am available to work with 
anyone in the Congregation who is in- 
terested in planning and leading services. 
If you have been thinking about offering, 
but just haven't felt ready, do not hesitate 
further! Please speak to me or any member 
of the Ritual Committee. Together with 
the Bikkur Cholim Committee, I will be 
involved in meeting other special needs of 
our congregational family. 


While the term is much in vogue, 
“outreach” is an accurate description of the 
many different activities of the synagogue 
designed to bring our message to other peo- 
ple. Our Synagogue’s outreach encom- 
passes the same goals as those of all other 
synagogues in our movement and, in ad- 
dition, includes many other groups man- 
dated by CSZ’s special mission. 

The very existence of Sha’ar Zahav is an 
important statement. We are 
simultaneously an Or l’goyim—a light un- 
to the nations bearing witness to Judaism's 
eternal teachings and an Or l’Yehudim—a 
light unto the Jews testifying to the 
possibility and realization of rich and

And Baruch haShem, the days 
when gay men and women have to prove 
their integrity and worth are disappearing 
as well. It’s nice to know that Sha’ar Zahav 
has helped that process along. 

Come join us on the 16th! Help us 
celebrate the Sabbath, the rescue of the 
Ethiopian Jews, and our new, mature part- 
nership with the Jewish Federation.

Va’ad Report 


Chaired by our new President, the July 
Va'ad meeting was held on Monday, July 
8th. Rabbi Kahn provided the D’var Torah. 
Action items from the President’s Report 
included the nomination and appoint- 
ment of Betty Kalis as Treasurer for the up- 
coming year, and the establishment of a 
Personnel Committee to provide both the 
Rabbi and Administrator with ongoing 
supervisorial relationships. Allan Gold, 
Irene Ogus and the President, currently 
Don Albert, will sit on that committee. 

Outgoing Treasurer David Stein 
presented his final review of the Congrega- 
tion’s financial status, complete with 
analyses of various activities and thanks 
to those who helped him carry on. Dif- 
ferences between budgeted and actual ex- 
penditures pertain to the hiring of 
maintenance personnel, much _ higher- 
than-projected utilities costs and roof 
repairs. The greatest savings in expen- 
ditures came from the lack of an actual rab- 
binic salary. The Va’ad discussed our many 
community activities, such as the High 
Holy Days observances, Lesbian/Gay 
Freedom Day food booth, and Purim 
Pageants, and the need to more carefully 
consider their cost/benefit for our con- 
gregation’s limited resources. Although 
other projects such as raffles help financial- 
ly, serious evaluation of our many programs 
will need to be undertaken by the Va'ad 
over the coming year. 

Rabbi Kahn reported that while he 
develops his role within our congregation 
he will maintain drop-in office hours as 
well as by appointment. Information about 
his hours can be obtained by calling the 
office. 

Our Ensemble will sing at the VAHC 
national conference in Los Angeles later 
this year. Arrangements also have been 
made so that they can sing at Beth Chayim 
Chadashim, our sister congregation. Our 
three delegates, Don Albert, Leslie 
Bergson, and Mike Rankin, and three 
alternates, Cheryl Orvis, David Stein, and 
Rabbi Kahn, were selected. 

Old Business included an evaluation of 
our Gay Day activities by Co-Chair Shirley 
Liberman. There was some discussion con- 
cerning the valve to the Synagogue of 
maintaining both food and information 
booths at the Civic Center. This will be 
examined further. 

New business before the Va’ad includ- 
eda preliminary report from the Finance 
Committee on various options for financ- 
ing the renovation of the second floor. 


Next month they are to present the Va’ad 
with specific recommendations for a fund- 
raising campaign so that the work can pro- 
ceed quickly. Dana Vinicoff, our World 
Congress delegate, gave a detailed report 
on the decisions from the Congress’s Board 
of Directors June meeting. 

The Va'ad approved Aaron Cooper's pro- 
posal that our Congregation join other 
West Coast congregations in developing 
a regional conference for 1986. The date 
has been set for Rabbi Kahn's installation— 
August 24th. 

Frank Hyman will once again chair our 
High Holy Days efforts. He will need 
several people to coordinate ushers and 
onegs. Volunteers should contact him or 
Marilyn. The Women’s Havurah is explor- 
ing the possibility for child care ar 
rangements. Allan Gold has again offered 
the use of his home for our Succot 
celebration. 

Committee Reports: David Gellman 
reported the Torah crowns are now replac- 
ed. We are also getting bids for reroofing 
the building. Ritual Committee recently 
met with the Rabbi and had a most pro- 
ductive session. They are now planning the 
High Holy Day Services. Bikkur Cholim 
has a meeting with the Rabbi planned. By- 
Laws will be reassessing those issues they 
plan to present at the next Congregational 
Meeting. Ron Lezell requested an 
honorarium for the Bay Area Council for 
Soviet Jews as a thank-you for their wonder- 
ful presentation and mentioned that we 
hope to have Dr. Mervyn Silverman as a 
speaker in the coming months. Sharyn 
Saslafsky reported that some 100 press 
releases have been sent out informing the 
local media about our new Rabbi. The 
Jewish Bulletin, among others, will soon be 
interviewing him for articles. Ads for the 


upcoming holidays are ready for publica- 
tion. Shmata requested that we contribute 
an article on AIDS for its next issue, which 
has been written by Mike Rankin. 
Finally, it was noted that it is a mitzvah 
to make donations to the Rabbi’s Discre- 
tionary Fund in honor of his installation.

Although we all know to leave “forbidden 
fruits” like shellfish and pork at the door, 
sometimes it’s hard to tell whether a food 
product is kosher from just its outward ap- 
pearance. For example, many prepackaged 
crackers and cookies are baked with lard 
(animal fat). That too is a no-no. So make 
like Sherlock Holmes when buying food 
for synagogue functions. 

Any member 
who plans to be out of town during High 
Holy Days and would like to find a local 
congregation to worship with should 
please contact the office as soon as possi- 
ble. Every year, the UAHC provides a refer- 
ral service so that no member of a UAHC 
congregation should be without High Ho- 
ly Day services in the U.S. or Canada.

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World Congress Report 


The Board of Directors of the World Con- 
gress of Gay and Lesbian Jewish Organiza- 
tions met at the Omni Shoreham Hotel 
in Washington, D.C., on June 5 and 6. 
Sha’ar Zahav was one of the 14 out of 19 
member organizations represented, in- 
cluding delegates from London and 
Amsterdam. The meetings were held in 
conjunction with the 9th International 
Conference of Gay and Lesbian Jews. 

Business discussed included a decision 
to reapply to the Chicago Resources 
Center for a grant to help finance expan- 
sion of the World Congress Digest and to 
fund a brochure advertising the World 
Congress Speakers’ Bureau. 

The organization will begin procedures 
to formally incorporate as a non-profit 
organization to secure the appropriate tax 
benefits. New bylaws amendments will 
allow more freedom in the nomination of 
candidates for office by member 
organizations. 

A new category of “friend” was created 
to allow individual membership (for those 
not affiliated with an organization). For a 
donation of $18, friends’ benefits will in- 
clude a subscription to the Digest. A new 
dues structure for member organizations 
was also established. Future budgets will 
for the first time also include a line to off- 
set the travel costs of World Congress staff 
members. 

This summer, readers of The Advocate 
and Ms. magazine will see a new World 
Congress ad, to be funded by the members 
organizations. 

Another resolution encouraged member 
organizations to organize regional con- 


ferences in 1986. Sha’ar Zahav has voted 
to endorse this proposal and will be 
meeting with other West Coast groups 
(San Diego to Vancouver) to explore this 
possibility. 

The International Conference which 
followed was kicked off by a warm welcome 
from Washington Mayor Marion Barry, 
and a keynote address from U.S. Represen- 
tative Barney Frank. Workshop topics in- 
cluded creative liturgy, parenting, women 
and men together and apart and Jewish 
music. Bet Mishpachah, the host con- 
gregation, arranged for a tour of 
Washington and many participants elected 
to join in vigils at the Soviet and South 
African embassies. 

The 1986 meeting of the Board will be 
held in Boston, and it was decided that the 
1987 meeting and the 10th International 
Conference will be held in Amsterdam. 
This decision was based partly on a desire 
to reaffirm the international nature of the 
organization, and partly in response to an 
offer of support from the Dutch govern- 
ment.

So Ask Aunt Yente 


Dear Aunt Yente, 

Shouldn't your synagogue take itself more 
seriously? Back in Queens, when we said the 
Borchu, it was a solemn chant; here, you sing 
la la la! And at Purim, you even make fun 
of a Jewish service! How can you consider 
yourself a real synagogue when you are not 
serious about your religion? 

Oysgemitchit in Orinda 


Dear Oysgemitchit, 

Aunt Yente thanks you for your interest 
in our services. She is particularly glad that 
you realize that our Purim parody service 
was a parody; some people thought that 
it was simply part of our new liturgy, and 
asked why we didn’t use it on Kol Nidre 
night (“It’s so much shorter!”) But frankly, 
before you get too oysgemitchit, you need to 
look a little harder at the religion you and 
Aunt Yente (she hopes) share. 

The idea of having a parody service on 
Purim, for example, did not begin with 
Sha’ar Zahav. The custom is very old; there 
are written versions of such mishegas from 
the 1500's. (No, Aunt Yente didn’t write 
them; she was just a child back then.) It’s 
not only services that have been made fun 
of; there is also a tradition of congregations 
choosing a “Purim Rabbi” to read from the 
“Purim Torah.” You can just imagine. So 
what Sha’ar Zahav does on Purim is well 
within the Jewish tradition (and in more 
ways than one: Our parody services, like 
the book of Esther itself, are careful not to 
use God’s name.) 

The Borchu tune that we use on Friday 
nights is also traditional. If it sounds 
unusual to you, this is probably because it 
is from the Sephardic tradition (that of Jews 
from the Mediterranean and African 
areas), rather than the Ashkenazi (Euro- 
pean) one, which might be to you more 
familiar. If you want Aunt Yente’s opinion 
(and even if you don’t), it is a beautiful 
melody, by far the nicest for Borchu that 
she knows. And so it’s too cheerful? As far 
as your Aunt Yente is concerned, when the 
week is over and Aunt Yente can gather 
with all her friends, and we all stand 
together to praise God, Aunt Yente is very 
cheerful, and she wants to sing la la la. 
Wanna make something of it?

You shouldn't think Aunt Yente is angry 
at you. Aunt Yente saves her anger for that 
small but vocal minority of teachers and 
parents and clergy who deliver the message 
that religion is always long faces, and 
solemn chants, and sitting up straight. 
Aunt Yente agrees that this mood is 
sometimes necessary. On Yom Kippur, for 
example, we look at our past and our future; 
it’s not exactly time for giggling. Aunt 
Yente will even admit that in having fun, 
there is sometimes danger of losing sight 
of the serious: If Chanukah becomes only 
a happy children’s holiday, when do we 
think about the responsibility to be free 
and our duty of revolution? 

But to people who teach that religion is 
only, or even primarily, solemn or sen- 
timental, Aunt Yente says phooey. We say 
in the vy ohavtoh that we must love God, not 
only with heart and soul, but with our 
whole being. So either our fun-loving, 
humorous side must become part of the 
way we serve God, or we must suppress that 
side altogether. We are not allowed to have 
parts of our life that we are ashamed to 
share with God. But show Aunt Yente 
where it is written that we are not suppos- 
ed to be happy, or to have fun. Aunt Yente 
could show you (if you had only included 
a return address) where it is written “Ivdu 
es ashem b’simchoh; bou I’fohnov_ bir- 
nohnoh’—‘serve God with rejoicing; come 
before God with la la la’s.” (If you don't like 
the translation, so you can write your own; 
but that’s what it means.) 

Aunt Yente hopes that our synagogue 
never loses its sense of joy in our religion, 
and never loses sight of the sometimes 
humorous aspects of the struggle of the 
human towards the divine. (A few pounds, 
maybe, we could lose; but Aunt Yente is 
giving herself permission to wait until after 


the holidays. Which holidays? Don’t ask.)
